Ice races 
are on

It may look chaotic, this dogged, intrepid, and sluiced 
drift of battered old cars around an icy racing oval; but sit 
on the edges of the banked up oval on the clubhouse turn 
long enough on a Sunday afternoon, and the Minden ice 
races suddenly begin to take on proportions of an eerie 
ice-bound ballet. 

The ice races, a fixture at the Minden fairgrounds since 
1977, began their eight-weekend 2010 season two week- 
ends ago. 

Last weekend, warm weather made it impossible for 
the races to accommodate the large stud class. 

Minden resident Tom Prentice, an ice racer in the street 
stud class, and the man responsible for keeping ice on the 
oval, told the racing committee just prior to last week- 
end’s events that they didn’t have cold enough weather to 
lay down the necessary 12 inches of ice required for the 
large stud class. 

The large stud class cars dig so deep into the ice that 
they usually rip up from six to eight inches of ice in their 
races and that amount of base just was not available for 
the Jan. 23-24 weekend event. 

The street stud class and the rubber on ice participants 
were nonetheless able to fill in a very busy schedule of 
races last Saturday and Sunday. 

About 270 drivers were registered at the Minden fair- 
grounds last weekend. 

The events were originally held on frozen lakes and riv- 
ers, but in the late seventies, the Ontario championships 
moved to more permanent facilities at the fairgrounds in 
Minden. 

The track is laid out, and then repeatedly coated with 
water — by Prentice and his dedicated crew — until a thick 
layer of ice is built up between the snow banks that form 
the boundaries of the course. The ice race season usually 
starts in mid-January and runs until early March, making 
up six two-day events. 

A newcomer to the circuit is a man well-known to a lot 
of people in these parts. Anthony vanLieshout sells real 
estate in the Highlands and last year he and a friend from 
work, Chris Smolarz, decided to have a go at racing a car 
of their own. 

And vanLieshout says that it’s not an expensive prop- 
osition. He and Smolarz decided to just jump in about 
halfway through the 2009 season. They put about $500 
into an old beater and a little bit more invested in the 
street-studded tires.

“We talked about it and between us we decided that 
because I’m not mechanically inclined and Chris is, that 
if he’d help with the mechanical aspect of it I’d buy the 
car and put a Royal LePage sticker on it as a bit of an 
advertising vehicle and that’s how we got involved.

“Tt’s a great group of people and a good testament to 
that was after the first race when I had that car trouble 
I went to one of the guys that I know — he’s a mechanic 
—and he worked on my car and for the second race he had 
it running real well. It’s just a great group of 
people there, just awesome.

For vanLieshout, like a lot of the drivers it’s a safety- 
first proposition. All drivers must invest in training dur- 
ing their rookie year. Training includes a few ride-alongs 
with experienced drivers and a written test. 

“Tl probably make about eight days of racing out 
of the 12 race days in the six weekend schedule,” says 
vanLieshout. 

And says vanLieshout, the racing helps with all the 
driving he does in the Highlands. 

“Obviously, [ice racing] definitely improves your driv- 
ing skills,” he says. “If you ever get into a skid on the 
road, you know, you’re pretty casual about handling it, 
because you’re used to doing it on the track all the time,” 
says vanLieshout. 

Races continue next weekend at the Minden fairgrounds 
and run until the end of February.

“Your class pictures and 
names of all the students will be placed 
in the capsule. You can come back in 25 
years and see what you looked like.”

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Dorset tower must wait

While the Dorset tower may be in need of 
a paint job, the upgrade won’t likely be hap- 
pening this year. 

During preliminary budget discussions 
at a Jan. 21 meeting, Algonquin Highlands 
councillors discussed painting the tower, but 
seemed to agree it wasn’t a priority for 2010. 

Members of the Algonquin Cooperative 
Development Corporation visited councillors 
in the fall and suggested that giving Dorset’s 
foremost tourist attraction a facelift might be 
in the township’s best interests. 

The corporation, a not-for-profit organi- 
zation focused on community development 
in and around Dorset, suggested the price 
to paint the eight-storey structure might run 
$50,000. 

However, Reeve Eleanor Harrison, re- 
called that painting the bridge in Dorset had 
cost Haliburton County and the District of 
Muskoka more than $200,000, suggested the 
price of painting the tower would likely be 
much higher. 

“T think it would be closer to $375,000,” 
Harrison estimated, suggesting that the town- 
ship acquire official estimates. 

Councillor Don Shortreed suggested that 
if council was going to spend money on the

tower it should be on the road leading up 
to the lookout, which he said is in need of 
repair. 

Councillor Carol Moffatt suggested the 
township look at installing actual washrooms 
at the site, since some tourists object to using 
the outhouses at the park. Moffatt said these 
tourists often end up lined up outside the 
Dorset Heritage Museum to use washroom 
facilities there, which causes problems for 
the museum. 

“T don’t think that we charge enough for 
[admitting] buses,’ Moffatt added, suggest- 
ing that the current admission price of $20 
per bus in insufficient, since it equates to less 
than $1 per person. 

The township will be seeking FedDev fund- 
ing, money from the federal government for 
development projects in Southern Ontario, 
for some of the improvements. 

Algonquin Highlands councillors held pre- 
liminary budget discussions last Thursday 
and Friday. 

Council cannot finalize its budget until 
county council has finalized its 2010 budget. 
The next county budget meeting is scheduled 
to take place in early March. 

While nothing in Algonquin Highlands’s 
budget is final at this time, the draft budget 
shows $242,500 allotted for legal fees this 
year.

Let’s have some answers 


LITTLE COMMUNICATION can go a long way. 
With just less than five months remaining before the G8 summit in 
Huntsville, Haliburton County residents know about as much about how 
the leaders’ summit will affect their day-to-day lives as they did when it was 
first announced that Muskoka would be hosting the meeting. 

And that is basically nothing. 

What do we know? 

We know that between June 25 and 27, the world’s most powerful and 
influential leaders will converge on Huntsville’s Deerhurst Resort to chat and 
hold a photo shoot. 

We know there will be a number of security measures put into place that will 
restrict movement along Hwy. 60. 

We've been told by members of the summit’s integrated security team that the 
summit will not draw on the county’s emergency services. 

That’s about it. 

How busy will Highways 118 and 35 be during the conference? 

Members of the security team have been unable, or unwilling, to answer. 

In the absence of an answer, we're left to guess for ourselves. 

Some of the county’s municipal politicians and staff members have estimated 
there will be gridlock on the county’s main highways, while others believe the 
knowledge that the summit is taking place will keep people out of the area and 
keep the highways basically empty. 

The bottom line is we just don’t know. 

What can Haliburtonians expect to see during the conference? 

While some in the area have guessed that county residents won’t even be able 
to tell the conference is going on, last week the manager of the Stanhope Airport 
said the airport may be used to store small fighter planes during the meeting 
and that he thought Algonquin Highlands residents could expect to see military 
types bearing arms in the township during the event. 

Again, the bottom line is we just don’t know. 

How badly delayed can shop owners in the Dorset and Oxtongue Lake areas 
expect their shipments to be? 

How much should senior citizens stock up on their medications? 

All of these questions need answers. 

Thankfully, members of integrated security team will be taking questions from 
the public at a forum at the Dorset Recreation Centre on Feb. 3 at 7 p.m. 

The people of this county deserve some answers.

Now people who 
enjoy riding horses, 
walking, hiking, 
riding bicycles 
and ATVs have a 
place to travel that 
is not only sce- 
nic, but gets them 
away from road 
vehicles making it 
safer. The county 
and HATVA came 
to an agreement 
which was valid 
for one year, to al- 
low ATVs to use 
the trail, provided 
HATVA insure 
and warden the 
trail, use calcium 
for dust control and 
many other items.

A taste for salt passes 
on from mother to child. 

A line of products called 
Gerber Graduates for 
Toddlers lil’ entrees car- 
ries on the tradition. 

A toddler requires 1,000 
milograms of sodium a 
day, according 
to Dietitians of 
Canada. Gerber’s 
lil’ entrees pro- 
vide as many 
as 550mg each. 
Three meals a day and your toddler is 
way over the limit. 

You can check sodium content by 
reading labels except that the labels 
are, to be charitable, misleading. 

Adults need 1,500 mg of sodium a 
day, less as we grow older. The upper 
safe limit is 2,300 but labels give the 
content as a percentage of 2,400, the 


So the number is a percentage not of 
what is good for us, but of what regu- 
lators once thought we could get away 
with. Keep the number 1,500 in mind 
when you look at the labels. Some 
samples: Hormel Compleats Chicken 
Alfredo, which looks like a pretty 
small meal to me, contains 1,230 mg 
of sodium. Half a bowl of Mr. Noodles 
Bowl chicken soup contains 1,430 
milligirams of sodium but no chicken 
at all. But we old bachelors might 
make a meal of a whole bowl and get 
twice our daily requirement at a single 
sitting. 

Two slices of roast beef at the deli 
counter cost you 600 mg, Johnsonville 
brats 810, a glass of V8 480, low- 
calorie dinners from Lean Cuisine and 
Weight Watchers about 600. 

And so it goes.

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Editorial based on ‘limited 
amount of information’ 


To the Editor, 


I suspect Chad Ingram in some ways is 
like me and the vast majority of Canadians 
whom had never heard the term prorogue 
prior to Prime Minister Stephen Harper’s 
use of the parliamentary practice. 

I also suspect that if you asked a ran- 
dom sample of 10,000 Canadians from 
St. John’s to Port Alberni their opinion 
regarding the treatment of Afghan prison- 
ers, the overwhelming response would be: 
“What Afghan prisoners?” 

Being the curious old cuss that I am, I 
decided to do a search to see what all this 
fuss was regarding proroguing Parliament, 
how common it is and which other politi- 
cians had used it before Mr. Harper. 

Perhaps if Chad had done a similar 
search, he may not have such a dim view 
of Mr. Harper’s decisions — or perhaps he 
would view Liberal and NDP leaders with 
equal distain. 

According to Wikipedia, in recent po- 
litical history, Pierre Trudeau prorogued 
Parliament every 12 months from 1974 to 
1979. Jean Chrétien prorogued Parliament 
four times during his time as prime minis- 
ter: Feb. 5, 1996; Sept. 18, 1999; Sept. 16, 
2002; and Nov. 12, 2003. Both of these 
prime ministers were Liberal, for those 
who may be too young to remember. 

In addition to those facts, the follow- 
ing notes were uncovered in my search, 
which illustrate the various reasons why 
these leaders made such decisions and/or 
the consequences of those decisions: 

* On each occasion, the Liberals killed 
their own legislation. Several bills end- 
ed up dying over and over again due to 
Liberals proroguing Parliament or calling 
early elections. 

* September 16, 2002 — After a summer 
of Liberal in-fighting and Chrétien being 
forced to announce his planned retire- 
ment date in August, Chrétien prorogued 
Parliament, killing legislation so that he 
could unveil his legacy agenda. 

* According to Eddie Goldenberg, in 
his book “The Way it Works”, page 380, 
Chrétien decided to have a Throne Speech 
just to test the will of the Martinite forces 
who were trying to push him out early: 
Chrétien was happy. “I like that. It is ex- 
actly what we just discussed. Prepare me 
a statement. But just one more thing,” said 
the old fox. “I want a Throne Speech in 
the fall. The government will stand or fall 
on it. If they want to vote against me on 
it, then it is the one case in which I will 
run again.” 

* Nov. 12, 2003 — Chrétien announced 
that Parliament was prorogued on the eve 


of the Liberal leadership convention (so 
Chrétien and Martin didn’t have to sit to- 
gether in the House of Commons and face 
a dispute over who was prime minister). 
Martin did not become prime minister un- 
til Dec. 12, 2003 and Parliament did not 
resume until February 2, 2004. 

* The current session has lasted as long 
as many comparable sessions under the 
Liberals, and longer than several of the 
sessions under Jean Chrétien and Paul 
Martin. 

So, I learned that proroguing Parliament 
is not exclusive to Prime Minister Harper 
or the Conservative Party. In fact, the 
Parliament of Canada has been prorogued 
more than 100 times. 

I also learned that provincial parliament 
is also subject to being prorogued. In 
fact, one of the most vocal critics of Mr. 
Harper’s decision to prorogue parliament, 
Bob Rae, prorogued provincial parliament 
three times during his tenure as premier 
of Ontario, in each case the time of pro- 
rogue invoked by Mr. Rae amounted to 
four months or more. The last time Mr. 
Rae prorogued provincial parliament, the 
end of that prorogue signalled the call of 
an election and thus, Mr. Rae avoided the 
bother of introducing another budget with 
the risk of failure like the previous three. 

Now that he is a Liberal, it seems Mr. 
Rae has adopted the slogan “do as I say, 
not as I do” — much the same as Liberals 
who have preceded him. 

I don’t claim to be an expert on parlia- 
mentary procedure, but it is my under- 
standing that when a session of Parliament 
ends all bills in progress die and, if the 
government is serious about passing such 
legislation, it must start the process over 
again — whether Parliament is prorogued 
or not, the exception being private mem- 
bers bills, which remain on the books at 
the end of a prorogue period. So, using 
that example as a complaint against pro- 
roguing Parliament is redundant. 

Chad and I agree, however, that the 
Governor General’s usefulness is limited. 
In fact, when asked by any prime minister 
to prorogue parliament, he or she would 
have a very good reason to refuse — to my 
knowledge, it has never happened before. 

I would like to think that even those 
who are biased against one political party 
or another would at least make an effort to 
understand the situation and the history of 
an issue before offering an opinion with a 
very limited amount of information.

By patrolling the trail, they can check on and do sign 
maintenance, make sure the trail is safe, help walkers and 
cyclists with directions and give them water on hot days, 
locate points of interest, clean up litter, check and report 
on the condition of the Rail Trail and bridges, as well as 
stop and check that ATVers have a permit and that they 
obey the 30 km/h speed limit. Should a trail user have a 
medical problem, the trail wardens can assist emergency 
crews with the location of the patient.

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LOGO(S): three takes 
on one word

Logos. 

What do you think of when you see this 
word? 

Most of us will think of corporate logos, 
as in designs that, in a world inundated by 
advertising, are affiliated with a particular 
company or brand. 

However, logos can mean something else. 

In Latin, it means “the rational principle 
that governs and develops the universe.” 

In another word, god. 

Could there be some connection between 
the ancient Latin meaning and the contempo- 
rary use of the word “logos”? 

That question is explored in a new exhibit 
at the Agnes Jamieson Gallery. 

LOGO(S) debuted with a gala opening on 
Jan. 22 and will run until March 13. 

As curator Laurie Carmount explained to 
guests at last week’s opening, she arrived at 
the idea for the exhibit following an after- 
noon of conversation with gallery volunteer 
and local artist Lois Raw.

At some point in the conversation, the 
concept of logos came up, with Carmount 
thinking of it in the contemporary sense of 
the word, but Raw referring to its ancient 
meaning. 

“T was confused,” Carmount said. “And 
from that confusion and her explanation 
came this exhibit.” 

In one room, there are large chalk drawings 
by Raw, depicting vast and daunting natural 
landscapes. 

Carmount described the works as “asur- 
real, god-like.” 

In an adjacent room, photos by photogra- 
pher Michael Bainbridge look at modern lo- 
gos and offer distinct social commentary. 

“One is philosophical and one is cynical,” 
Carmount said of Raw and Bainbridge’s 
work, respectively. 

One of Bainbridge’s pieces is a vividly 
clear close-up of what Mac users will recog- 
nize as an “on” button. 

“Eve’s apple,” the piece is titled. 

Another, entitled “Always Open,” offers 
extreme close-ups of a Coke and Pepsi can, 
each glowing in a frame built to resemble a 
church window. 

Just as traditionally many people took 
comfort in the church, Bainbridge said the

piece was his attempt to show how people 
now worship brands and take solace in glow- 
ing billboards in the night sky.

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Rising water levels prompt 
health unit well warning 


The health unit is urging caution for local residents who 
may be affected by flooding. 

Heavy rain and melting snow are causing river and lake 
levels to rise in parts of Haliburton County, the City of 
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Kawartha Lakes and Northumberland County. As a result, 
the local health unit warns that drinking water quality may 
be affected for residents in low-lying areas who rely on pri- 
vate wells or who draw surface water. 

According to the health unit: 

- People who rely on private wells should be aware that 
their drinking water supply could become contaminated if 
the well head is or has been submerged under water. 

- Residents who draw surface water from lakes or streams 
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without using a disinfectant unit are at particular risk. 
However, even those with a disinfectant unit should note 
that these systems could become overwhelmed by the higher 
water flows, also resulting in contamination. 

In all cases, the health unit urges people to use bottled 
water or boil their water to a rolling boil before drinking. 
Water should be brought to a rolling boil for one minute, 
then cooled before drinking. 

“Given the present conditions, we think it’s best to err 
on the side of caution, and that is why we are issuing this 
advisory,” says Anne Alexander, director of environmental 
health with the HKPR District Health Unit. 

This boil water precaution should continue until residents 
can get their water tested through the health unit and receive 
back a satisfactory result. Samples should not be taken, 
however, until water levels recede. Water testing bottles and 
kits can be picked up at any local health unit office. Drop-off 
times and locations are available at www.hkpr.on.ca under 
the What’s New section. You can also call the health unit 
at 1-866-888-4577 for more information. The water testing 
service is free to local residents. The health unit will forward 
the samples to the provincial lab in Peterborough, which 
then tests the water and reports results to the resident. 

For those who rely on private septic systems, the health 
unit is also reminding local residents to note that excess 
water could cause their septic systems to malfunction. 
People should limit the use of their septic systems to pre- 
vent overloading and check after water levels subside for 
any malfunction. 
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Author Jim Poling brings Native affairs knowledge to book

Jim Poling Sr. is looking out the window at his cottage 
on St. Nora’s Lake, gazing upon a certain Hemlock that 
has been on his mind for a number of years. After years 
of back and forth debate, Poling, and his wife Diane, have 
finally decided it’s time for the tree to come down. 

A cottager on the lake for over 24 years now, Poling 
does not approach decisions like this lightly. And why 
would he? With one look at the cozy abode he and his 
wife have turned into this home away from home, one 
could not blame Poling for wanting the St. Nora’s Lake 
residence to remain exactly as it is. It almost looks like 
the perfect place to enjoy some peace and quiet, while 
focusing on writing. Almost. 

“Well, amazingly I don’t do most of my writing up 
here,” says Poling, referring to the countless non-fiction 
books he has authored since retiring. “People always say, 
‘oh, what a wonderful place you have up there to write.’ 
But the truth is I find there is too much going on in my 
head up here.” 

The retired journalist and former manager of the 
Canadian Press officially retired from full-time work 17 
years ago, and has since been enjoying what most would 
call a slower time of his life. Obviously those who say 
that haven’t been introduced to Poling. 

Intrigued by Canadian history and Aboriginal affairs, 
Poling has spent many of his retired years freelancing 
for magazines and authoring books that are filling up the 
shelves of libraries across the country. His most recent, 
titled Tecumseh, details the life of a Shawnee war chief 
dedicated to stopping American expansion and preserv- 
ing the lands and cultures of North American Aboriginal 
peoples. 

Poling admits that when the time came to drum up an 
idea for a book, the subject of Tecumseh wasn’t his first 
choice. 

“Every now and then I come up with an idea for a 
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book,” says Poling, “but most of the time they [publish- 
ers] don’t like it. I first approached my publisher about 
the idea of writing a book about Indian tobacco and they 
liked it and accepted it. Then, as I went forward and start- 
ed to do some research I realized how controversial this 
issue is and how deeply political it is and it seemed better 
that I stay away from it.” 

Poling focused his attention on Tecumseh instead, put- 
ting his earlier interest on the back burner for the time 
being. 

The biography of the First Nations leader is an in- 
depth look at the trials and tribulations the Aboriginal 
people faced during American expansion in the 19th cen- 
tury. When it appeared he wouldn’t be able to stop the 
American advancement, Tecumseh turned to the British 
in Canada for help as the War of 1812 began. His story 
of struggle to preserve a vanishing culture is one that re- 
mains relevant today. 

Having spent seven years as the Indian-northern affairs 
writer for the Canadian Press, Poling has done his fair 
share of research regarding Aboriginal issues. 

“Ttravelled through the Yukon and Northwest Territories 
and visited a lot of reserve areas,” explains Poling. “So 
that’s where I have a fairly good grounding from. That’s 
also where the interest in this book came from.” 

The book, which is supposed to be a part of a series 
about important Canadians, surprisingly isn’t about a 
Canadian at all. 

“A lot of people see him as a Canadian folk hero,” says 
Poling, “however as I said in the book, Tecumseh was 
American. But that doesn’t mean he wasn’t important 
for Canada. He certainly had a huge impact on Canadian 
history.”

Local MP defends 
Tories’ prorogue

You’ve got to give local MP Barry 
Devolin props for moxie — and loyalty. 

Without even waiting for a question 
from the floor, Devolin waded into the 
deep dark waters of a political fracas when 
he launched into a dissertation on the le- 
gitimacy of the prorogue in the Canadian 
parliamentary system. 

Devolin was speaking to a group of 
local business people at Sir Sam’s Ski 
Area Jan. 13 where he was the invited 
guest speaker for a chamber of commerce 
breakfast meeting. 

After spending 10 minutes describing 
his government’s past and future econom- 
ic plans, Devolin then spent about four 
minutes explaining how last month’s pro- 
rogation was just part and parcel of a long 
and illustrious tradition firmly entrenched 
in the Canadian parliamentary system. 

“Canada is 147 years old and 
Parliament has been prorogued about 110 
to 115 times,” said Devolin, who has a 
degree in political science from Carleton 
University. 

“So this is something that has almost 
occurred as an annual event.” 

He also implied that Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper had no particular agenda 
in mind when he prorogued Parliament 
and question period in December. 

“The prime minister did two things,” 
said Devolin. “Number one he prorogued 
Parliament and then he delayed the return 
of Parliament by five weeks.” 

Devolin said that there was nothing 
nefarious or underhanded about the pro- 
rogue, as suggested by some members of 
the Canadian press corps in articles and 
opinion pieces. 

Many opposition MPs and pundits have 
since submitted that the hasty suspension 
of Parliament was a ruse to get out from 
under some intense scrutiny regarding 
Canada’s part in the transfer and subse- 
quent torture of Afghan detainees. 

Harper’s spokesman, Dimitri Soudas, 
said on Dec. 30 that the government 
sought the suspension to consult with 
Canadians, stakeholders and businesses 
as it moves into the next phase of its eco- 
nomic action plan amid signs of economic 


recovery. 

“This is quite routine, but it is also im- 
portant to give Canadians an overview of 
where we will be taking the country over 
the next little while,’ Soudas told CBC 
News from Ottawa. 

The prorogue, which was the second 
such call in the space of a year, was viewed 
negatively by many opposition critics. 

Liberal House Leader Ralph Goodale 
called the government’s move “beyond 
arrogant” and its justifications for it “a 
joke.” 

Devolin made no mention of the de- 
tainee scandal nor did he address the op- 
position critics in his breakfast remarks, 
but he did manage to take a swipe at the 
Canadian press corps, who he said were 
raising the stakes unnecessarily. 

“Tl take some umbrage with the na- 
tional media,” said Devolin. “We changed 
[the opening of parliament] from Jan. 27 
to March 3, and I know it sounds like 
two months from January to March, but 
it’s actually a little over a month or five 
weeks, and it’s not two months.” 

Devolin added that Canadians should 
use this current controversy over pro- 
rogue as a way of learning more about 
their Canadian parliamentary system. 

“It’s kind of interesting that it’s like 
a civics lesson for the whole coun- 
try, because we’re learning about how 
Parliament works which I think is a good 
thing in the long run,” he said. 

It should be noted that Devolin’s re- 
marks were made shortly in front of the 
latest national poll. Indeed the day after 
Devolin’s address to the chamber of com- 
merce, a national poll suggested that the 
Conservatives had lost a huge amount 
of political traction among committed 
voters. 

The CBC reported last week that the lat- 
est EKOS poll shows that lead enjoyed by 
the Conservatives over the Liberals has 
dramatically narrowed since Harper sus- 
pended Parliament. 

“The Conservatives now lead by a 
marginal 1.6 percentage points over the 
Liberals, compared with the 15-point ad- 
vantage they had in a mid-October sur- 
vey,” according to the EKOS poll released 
exclusively to CBC News. 
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Greater demands lead to longer 
waits for Access Centre

The Community Care Access Centre 
does a lot more today than it did 20 years 
ago — offering speech therapy, social 
workers and specialized programs in addi- 
tion to the more traditional nursing associ- 
ated with it, but that has come at a cost. 

Across the Central East health region, 
about 1,300 patients are on wait lists for 
the services the CCAC provides, and that 
number isn’t likely to go down as the 
years go by. 

“What has happened is we have a huge 
demand for services and the demand is 
for clients who are sicker, bottom line, 
they’re in a more acute condition,” says 
Gail Scala, director of communications 
for the Central East CCAC. 

The provincial government has intro- 
duced several programs and guidelines 
in the past five years that have put more 
pressure on the access centre branches 
in this Local Health Integrated Network 
(LHIN). 

For example, the aging at home strategy 
asks that health care providers do more to 
help seniors stay at home longer. The gov- 
ernment is also trying to reduce wait times 
in emergency rooms, asking hospitals to 
free up beds. 

This leads to more patients needing care 
in their homes, therefore more people on 
the wait list at CCAC, Scala says. 

“They turn to the CCACs because the 
CCACs can have the infrastructure and 
the services available to assist in helping 
to reduce those wait times and the stresses 
on the ALC [alternate level of care] beds 
so patients are being discharged from the 


hospital sooner and in some cases in more 
acute conditions so ... require more ser- 
vices from the CCAC,” she says. 

In 2007, the 42 CCACs across the prov- 
ince were amalgamated to 14 to sync with 
the new LHIN boundaries. 

In Haliburton, there are rumours that 
this amalgamation was the cause of the 
long wait lists for access centre care. 
Some say that the reason for the wait is a 
debt from city access centres inherited by 
the Haliburton branch causing reductions 
in staffing here. 

Scala says that is untrue. 

“T have no idea where they are getting 
this impression that there is a debt, an 
outstanding debt, and that is why we have 
wait list times. That ... is not the case,” 
she says. 

There was actually a marginal increase 
in staff numbers for this area, she says. 

Besides simply accommodating govern- 
ment programs around aging at home and 
clearing out acute care beds in hospitals, 
the Central East LHIN is already at a dis- 
advantage because it doesn’t have enough 
long-term care beds for its population. 

“Central East region ... our population 
is one that is described as an aging popu- 
lation, so we have perhaps a higher demo- 
graphic of seniors. Compared to another 
CCAC like Haldimand, Brant, Niagara 
they have 1,000 more beds in long-term 
care homes than we have in our region,” 
she says, “that has a huge impact on how 
long a person has to wait for placement 
into a long-term care home.” 

And while the person waits for the long- 
term care home, she is receiving services 
from CCAC, which then makes the wait 
list longer.

tive stone. 

All Manitoba skip Alex Forrest had to do was remove 
shot rock, and Walker would be drawing for a tie, giving 
Forrest’s Manitoba foursome the hammer in an extra end, 
a rather bleak scenario at any time, but especially dicey 
when curling against a Manitoba rink that had staked a 
firm reputation as a stellar hitting team throughout the 
round robin portion of the national event. 

Forrest’s rock came down and just flashed by Ontario’s 
shot stone by the merest of paper thin margins. An 
“ahh” exhaled from the packed house in the Colisee in 
Sorel-Tracy. 

It was at that point, says Walker, talking by phone with 
the Echo from Kitchener on Monday evening, when it 
all suddenly rattled through his noggin with certain and 
eerily alarming clarity. 

A straightforward draw to the eight foot would give his 
Ontario foursome of third Craig Van Ymeren, second, 
Geoff Chambers and lead, Matt Mapletoft two points, an 
8-7 victory, the Canadian junior title, and a subsequent 
trip to Flims, Switzerland for the world junior champion- 
ships March 6-14. 

A lot at stake for the young Walker and his Westmount 
Golf and Country Club foursome. 

But he says it was an eventuality that he had prepared 
for his whole life. 

Jake Walker was ready for the shot, but not for the wave 
of emotion that flowed quickly to the pit of his stomach 
on the heels of that unexpected Manitoba miss. 

“When he missed the pick and flashed his hit, I just got 
a big jump in my stomach,” says Walker. “Like wow, it 
hit me right there that I needed one shot anywhere in the 
eight foot and we win nationals.” 

And that jump in his stomach, he says, was just plain 
dangerous, and he knew it as soon as it hit him. 

“And so I knew that I needed to get that feeling out 
of my system before I threw that rock,” says Walker. 
“Because having that knot gets the adrenaline going, so 
I needed to get that feeling out. I just basically focused, 
and treated that shot like any other shot and draw to the 
house.” 

His team knew it too. Encouraging words emanated 
from his front end holding those brooms. 

He heard the heartening banter, stepped to the hack 
with the confidence instilled by all those years of work 
and practice. And he delivered.

“Tt was a pretty easy shot,” Walker says, chuckling. 

And he says it was all just part and parcel of a pretty 
surreal experience for this team who played extremely 
well throughout the week. 

“Tt was very thrilling to win,” says Walker. “We had 
a great week of curling and won when we really needed 
to.” Walker and his teammates finished the round robin in 
second place with a 9-3 record behind Forrest and Team 
Manitoba who finished at 10-2. 

Walker, Van Ymeren, and Chambers were named 
first team all-stars at the championships, which were an- 
nounced after the round robin. The all-stars were deter- 
mined by best overall shooting percentage during the 12 
game round robin. 

Walker’s team had a struggle playing two de-facto sud- 
den death games on Friday and Saturday. On Friday they 
had to beat defending champion Brett Gallant and his 
P.E.I. contingent Walker and his teammates in a do or die 
qualifying game in the final round robin contest. 

“We played the defending champs in the final draw and 
it was sudden death because you win you move on and 
you lose and you’re done,” says Walker. “But we played 
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really well against him.” 

They beat P.E.I. 8-3 and followed that up with an 8- 
5 win in the Saturday semis against Braeden Moskow’s 
Saskatchewan foursome. 

Walker says that while the nationals’ victory was grati- 
fying, it was not altogether unexpected considering that 
team Ontario was among the most experienced of the 13 
rinks involved. 

All four Ontario members are in their final year of eli- 
gibility. Van Ymeren and Chambers had both already 
been to the national finals two years earlier. 

Walker says they went in with a plan and followed 
through. 

“Our goal going into the nationals was to make the 
playoffs,” says Walker. “And when we did that we had to 
sit down and reassess those goals.” 

He says they'll be approaching the upcoming world 
event in Flims, Switzerland with the same mindset. 

The national win also forced Walker to make a very 
large decision. “I’ve dropped out of school right now 
because I can’t commit to both right now,” says Walker 
who was carrying a full course load in engineering at 
University of Waterloo. 

He’s happy with his decision. 

“IT can pick up school later on and this is once-in-a- 
lifetime commitment with Team Canada, and so I’ve 
dropped out for now and will pick it up in the fall.” 

And now the preparations for Flims and the worlds will 
take on a new and vital importance for the newly crowned 
Team Canada. 

“We have a lot of work to do, a lot of planning a lot of 
organization,” says Walker, who has already embarked 
on preliminary planning with Curling Canada who will 
be paying the freight for their trip to Switzerland. “We 
have to organize sponsorship and there’s family stuff or- 
ganizing hotels [for family members of all four curlers] 
and we’ll be doing all that in addition to practicing and 
preparing,” says Walker, who isn’t sure yet, but is hoping 
that his mom and dad, Corey and Nancy, will be able to 
make arrangements for a trip to the world finals. 

Younger brother Jesse is the current skip of the unde- 
feated Red Hawks curling team and the starting guard on 
a talented Hawks basketball squad. 

Nancy made the trip to Sorel-Tracy while dad and Jesse 
spent Sunday night glued to TSN here in Minden. 

Jake says it’s especially nice to feel that family love 
and support. “My mom was certainly excited, she really 
was,” says Walker. 

“Good to have my mom there.”

To feed or not to feed the deer 


upon well-tramped trails that lead straight to 
your feeder. You smile, sit by the window and 
generally feel good about it. You’re giving something 
back, you reason; you’ re helping them get through anoth- 
er winter. But are you really doing those deer a favour? 
That’s the question I posed to Minden area Ministry of 
Natural Resources biologist Gerry Moraal. A good one, I 
thought, not only because wild game feeding is popular, 
but also because it has always been controversial among 
those of us who give these things any thought at all. 


[Te walk, like refugees coming in from the cold, 


Why you shouldn't 


Let’s first stress that the MNR generally discourages 
the feeding of any wildlife species, primarily because it 
alters their travel patterns and usual behaviour. 

In worst cases, it encourages animals to regularly cross 
busy highways or unsafe ice, risking unnecessary injury 
or death. Early feeding can also tempt deer to forsake 
or delay departure to traditional yards, stranding them 
in less suitable winter habitat when heavy snows accu- 
mulate. Then, they’re totally dependent on your feeding. 
Quit and you’ve put them in real jeopardy. 

Moraal also notes that winter feeding increases their 
metabolism and can actually make them less fit, if they’ re 
not getting enough. 

Other problems, he says, arise from the high concentra- 
tions of deer that hang around feeders. Crowding can lead 
to aggressive behaviour and injury, as well as increased 
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There are many things to consider before feeding deer

stress, which creates higher energy demands. Both can be 
death sentences in winter. 

And though it’s nice to see deer, feeding habituates 
them to people, so don’t be surprised if they dine on your 
garden or shrubs after winter or become pushovers for 
local hunters. 

Though seemingly cruel, it’s also natural (and beneficial 
to the herd) for winter to take the weak and genetically 
inferior deer. The survival of these lesser animals, due to 
feeding, could ultimately impact the herd’s overall genetic 
integrity and health. Worse, an artificially large herd might 
outstrip the habitat’s carrying capacity, causing real dam- 
age to the ecosystem and a deer population crash. 
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If you must 


As feed sales attest, not everyone agrees or abides by 
this rationale. After all, many have enjoyed feeding deer 
successfully for years. 

There are also times when feeding is clearly beneficial 
— for instance, if local herds are starving or the MNR calls 
for emergency deer feeding. (A decision made around the 
end of January.) 

Whatever your reason, if you choose to feed, do it cor- 
rectly. Otherwise, you’Il cause more harm than good. 

First, commit to it for the whole winter or not at all. 
Stop and you could harm the animals you were hoping 
to help. 

The right food is critical. A corn/oats mixture (from 1:1 
up to 1:4) is preferable. Avoid pure corn, barley or wheat; 
these have been known to kill deer. 

Moraal says that second-cut alfalfa or hay can also pose 
problems — they’re high in a type of fibre that deer cannot 
digest. “If they have been feeding on this type of food 
all winter, problems are much lessened but if deer in a 
starving condition get fed this, they’ll die,” he explains. 
Which raises another salient point: introduce new food to 
starving deer gradually. 


Other ways to help 


Last, Moraal points out, there are alternate ways to aid 
deer. Breaking trails in deer yards or downing selected 
browse trees are two examples. 

Another long-term solution is improving deer habitat 
on your property. 

So, to feed or not? Currently, there’s no law against it. 
But there are two sides of a debate to consider. 
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More changes at MNR 


Despite the appointment of new Minister of Natural 
Resources and a slew of changes within that ministry’s 
organizational structure, things will be business as usual. 

“The effect of the changes [which happened in mid- 
January] shouldn’t be apparent to the public,” says 
Ministry of Natural Resources senior media relations of- 
ficer Jolanta Kowalski. 

No job cuts or relocations accompanied the changes, 
she says. Instead, the “internal organizational realign- 
ment” has created new divisions and realigned branches. 

The splitting of the fish and wildlife branch is one no- 
table change. One part, now known as fish and wildlife 
services will join enforcement, Ontario parks, and avia- 
tion, forest fire and emergency Services in the Provincial 
Services Division. The other would be under the biodi- 
versity branch in the newly created policy division. 

“These changes,” says Kowalski, “will give us a stron- 
ger ability to develop and deliver policy, modernize our 
processes and better coordinate the services and opera- 
tions we provide the public.” 

“Some staff may report to a different manager or see the 
name of their branch or division change but their duties 
won’t change. All offices will remain open and will con- 


tinue to provide the same range of services,” she says. 

The special purpose account, which directs licence 
funds from hunters and anglers to help manage fish and 
wildlife, will operate as it always has. 

Additionally, Kowalski says, existing programs and 
community partnerships, such as the one that exists with 
the Haliburton Highlands Outdoors Association, will re- 
main unaffected. 

The changes were implemented less than a week before 
MP Linda Jeffrey (Brampton-Springdale) was appointed 
as the new Natural Resources minister, replacing former 
minister Donna Cansfield. 

The Ontario Federation of Anglers and Hunters is re- 
serving judgment for now, however executive director 
Mike Reader says, “It is regrettable that the one branch 
anglers and hunters most identified with [the fish and 
wildlife branch] has been splintered. Obviously, we are 
concerned about the marginalization of fish and wildlife, 
and by extension, fishing and hunting, through the divi- 
sion of the fish and wildlife program. That said, consoli- 
dating policy into one division should increase commu- 
nication across the board, and that could be a positive 
change.”

One item on my Christmas list has turned out to be 
much better than expected. I asked Santa for a simple 
digital clock with battery backup but my Sony gift model 
had much more to offer. On returning from Christmas in 
Ajax to familiar surroundings imagine the surprise of sud- 
denly waking up and seeing foot high numbers projected 
on the ceiling overhead. This took some getting used to. 
At first it was like sleeping under the clock in Toronto’s 
Union Station but now only one eye has to open halfway 
to find out the time. The accompanying brochure points 
out what appears to be self-evident noting that the room 
must be dark for the numbers to be visible. Now that’s 
technology I can understand. 

It is so hard to see the media images from earthquake- 
ravaged Haiti. On a national level Canadians have re- 
sponded generously to the incredible needs but there 
is often still that sense of wanting to do more as an 
individual.
